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HIS little Piece having caſually fallen in my Hands, fer- 
merly printed at London, in the Tear 1603. <bich contains 
8 a ſuccinct Account of the Solemnity of the Birth and Bap- 
tiſm of a Royal Prince of this Kingdom; a Prince ſo much la- 
mented upon his Deceaſe, in the Flower of his Age, that when the 
Women in Scotland, even unto this Day, do lament the Death of 
„heir deareſt Children, to comfort them, it is ordinarily ſaid, and 
is paſt in à Proverb, Did not good Prince HENRY die? in 
which the Genius, Wit, Learning, and Delicacy of. the Scotiſh 
Court, at ſo great a Diſtance of Time, is epitomized: And if 
any doubt the Matter of Fact related, they may be fully convinced 
Zy ſeveral Pieces of the Horł manſbip uſed upon that ſignal Occaſion, 
and particularly, the Ship, yet extant, <vhich I bade lately ſeen in 
the Apartment next to the great Hall, in the Caſtle of Stirling, 
<ubere that Triumphant and Royal Entertainment <vas kept. A 
greater and more magnificent, upon ſuch an Occaſion, is not re- 
corded to have been performed by any Court, at that Time, in Chriſt- 
endom. And leſt ſuch a Piece of Curioſity and Antiquity, now 
long out of Print, might be loft, I thouobi it not improper to re- 
vive it by this new Impreſſion, for the Satitfaction and Diver- 
ſion of theſe that love the Antiquities of this Ring com. 
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ACCOUNT of the BAPTISM 
HENRT Prince of ScoTL a np, Sc. 


H E noble and moſt potent Prince of Scotland, Was born 
ö 5 in the Caſtle of Stirling, upon Tueſday the 19th Day 
of February 1594. Upon which occalion, the King's Majeſty 
. Tent for che Nobles of his Land, and to all the capital Burrows 
thereof, to have their Advice how he ſhould proceed for the 
due ſolemnization of his Royal Baptiſm, and what Princes he 
ſhould ſend to. When they were all compeared, with great 
diligence and good-will, he proponed unto them, That ic was 
neceſſary to direct our Ambaſladors to France, England, Den- 
mark, Low-Countries, the Duke of Brunſfick his Brother in 
law, and to the Duke of Magdelburgh, the Queen's Majeſty's 
Grand-father, and to ſuch other Princes as ſhould be thought 
expedient, Likewiſe, he thought the Caſtle of Stirling. the 
molt convenient place for rhe reſidence of this moſt noble and 
mighty Prince, in reſpect that he was born there. As alſo, ic 
was neceſſary, that ſutkcient preparation might be made for 
the Ambaſſadors thar ſhould be invited ro come, for honour 
of the Crown and Country. And beſides all this,-becauſe the 
Chapel-Royal was ruinous, and too little, concluded, that the 
old Chapel ſhould be utterly razed, and a new erected in the 
ſame place, that ſhould be more large, long and glorious, to 
entertain the great number of Strangers expected. Theſe pro- 
poſitions at leogth conſidered, they all, with a free voluntary 
deliberation, granted unto His Majeſty the Sum of an Hund- 
red thouſand pounds Money of Scotland. Then was there Am- 
baſſadors elected, to paſs into France, England, Denmark, the 
Low-Countries, and other places before mentioned; who were 
all diſpatched with fuch expedition, and their Legacies took 
ſuch wiſhed effect, that firſt there came two famous Men from 
the King of Denmark, che one Chriſtianus Bernekow, the o- 
ther Stenio Bille. 'Thefe came to Leith the 16th of Fuly. The 
next Day after them, came Adamus Cruſius, Ambaſſador. for 
the Duke of Brunſwick, and Foachimus Beſſeuitins, Ambaſla- 
dor for the Duke of Magdethroh, who is Grandfather to the 
noble Princeſs Anne, by the Grace of God, Queen of Scotland 
Thirdly, The 34 Day of Auguſt, there came Ambaſladors 
from the States of Holland and Zeland; the Baron of Braderod, 
and the Treaſurer of Zeland called acobus Falkirs. 

There was alſo a Nobleman directed from England, to wit, 
the Earl of Cumberland, who even when he had prepared him- 
ſelf richly and honourably, in all reſpe&s for his Voyage, to 
come into Scetland, and divers Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
renown prepared and 1 for his hogourable * 
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f A true Account of the Baptiſm 
it pleaſed God to viſit him with Sickneſs; and, in that re- 
ſpect, another Nobleman was choſen to ſupply his place, which 
was the Earl of Suſſex, &c, and he, in conlideration of his 
ſhort and unexpected Advertiſement, made ſuch diligence in his 
Voyage, and magnificence for his own Pcrſon, and honourable 
nvoy, as was thought rare and rich by all Men; whereby 
it fell out, that betwixt the Sickneſs of the one Nobleman, and 
the haſty Preparation of the other, the time was ſo far ſpent, 
that the very prefixt Days of the Baptiſm were ſundry times 
delayed. And, becauſe the Ambaſlador of England was ſo long 
a coming, and the Ambaſſadors of Denmark, Brunſwick, and 
Magdelburgb, were feared to be hindred in their Voyage by the 
Sea, by reaſon of the near approaching of Winter, they de- 
fired daily of the King's Majeſty, during their remaining in 
Edinburgh, to have-ſome prefixed Day to be nominate and cer- 
tainly kept, that immediately thereafter they might be diſ- 
patched; which he granted at the laſt, although 2 divers 
reat impediments to the contrary. The firſt was, becauſe the 
Cha Royal and Caſtle of Stirling was not fully complete iq 
all ſuch neceſlaries as was requiſite, although he had the ſup- 
ply of the greateſt number of Artificers in the whole Country 
conveened there, of all Crafts, for that ſervice, and His Ma- 
jeſty's own Perſon daily Overſeer, with large and liberal pay- 
ment. But the chiefeſt cauſe was, the long abſence of an Am- 
baſſador from England, which His Majeſty greatly 2 . 
for many cauſes. And laſt of all, expectin Gar ſome Ambaſ- 
ſador ſhould have come from France, which fell not out, as 
was looked for. But when the Ambaſſador was come from 
England to Edinburgh, forthwith His Majeſty diſpatched one 
of the Gentlemen of his Highneſs's Chamber, to requeſt him 
to repair towards Stirling the next day, with all poſſible dili- 
ence, (which was the 28th Day of Auguſt) becauſe he would 
| 860 had the Baptiſm adminiſtred the Day following. But nei- 
ther were the Propines ſent by the Queen of England, neither 
her Ambaſladors own carriages as then come; therefore the 
Baptiſm was delayed until the 3oth Day of Auguſt, as ye ſhall 
hear particularly hereafter. 

But, in the mean time, it is to be underſtood, that all theſe 
noble Ambaſſadors before expreſſed, were honourably ſuſtain- 
ed upon the King's Majeſty's own proper Coſts, during the 
whole time of their reſidence in Scotland, ſave 2 the Am- 
baſſador of England, whoſe whole expences were defrayed by 
his Sovereign the Queen of England; and, becauſe the reſt of 
the Ambaſſadors were repaired to Stirling, by His Majeſty's di- 
rection, long before the coming of the Engliſb Ambaſlador, 
His Highneſs beſtowed the time with them in magnifick ban- 
quetting, revelling, and daily hunting with great honour. 
The King's Majeſty, purpoling further to decore by Magni- 
ficence this Action, committed the Charge thereof to the Lord 
of Linderes, and Mr. William Fowler, who by their Travels, 


Diligence, and Invention, brought it to that Perfection, why 
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the ſhortneſs of time and other conſiderations could permit. 
So they having conſulted together, concluded that choſe exer- 


ciſes that were to be uled for decoration of that Solemaity, 
were to be divided both in Field-paſtimes, with martial 'and 


| heroical exploits, and in houſe-hold, wich rare ſhews and ſin- 


gular inventions. | 
The Field to be uſed at two ſeveral days, the firſt to be of 


three Turks, three Chriſtian Knights of Malta, three Amazones, 
and three Moors. But by reaſon of the abſence, or at the leaſt, 
the uncercain preſence of the three laſt Gentlemen, who ſhould 
have ſuſtained theſe perſonages, it was thought good, that the 
number of that mask ſhould conſiſt of nine Actors, nine Pages, 
and nine Lackies, which coming from ſundry parts, and at 
divers times, together with the diverſity of their apparel, ſhould 
bring ſome novelty to the beholders. * 

The place moſt expedient for this action, was the Valley, 
near the Caſtle, which being prepared for that purpoſe, both 
with Carrier. and Scaffold, after the coming of the Queen's 
Majeſty, with the | honourable and gallant Ladies, together 
with her honourable Ambaſladors, the Field being beſet by 
the brave Yonkjers of Edinburgh, with their hagbuts, during 


the whole time of that paſtim. | 
Then three Chriſtians entred the field with found of Trum- 


per, who were the King's Majeſty, the Earl of Mar, and Tho- 
mas Erskme, (Gentleman of his Majeſty's Chamber) who made 
up this number. | n 

A little after followed, three apparelled like Turks, very gor- 
geouſly attired; and theſe were the Duke of Lenox, the Lord 
Hume, and Sir Robert Ker of Cesford Knight, | 
Laſt of all, came in three Amazones in womens attire, 
very ſumptououſly clade, and theſe were the Lord of Lindores, 
the Lord of Buccleugh, and the Abbot of Holy Rood homſe. So 
all theſe perſons being preſent, and at their entry, makin; 

their reverence to the Queen's Majeſty, Ambaſladors — 
Ladies, having their Pages riding upon their led Horſe, and 
on their left arms bearing their maſters upreſs or device. 

The King's Majeſty's was a Lyon's head with open eyes; 
which Cenifiech after a myſtick and Hieroglyphick ſenſe Forti- 
tude and Vigtlancy. The words were, Timeat & primus & 
ultimus orbis. The ſecond was a Dog's collar, all beſet with 
iron pikes. The words were theſe, Offendit & defendit. The 
third of that Chriſtian army, was a Windmill, wich her ſpokes 
unmoving, winds unblowing on every ſide, with theſe words, 
Ni ſpirat immota. 

The ſecond faction did carry theſe, A Heart halt in fire, 


and half in froſt; on the one part Cupid's torch, and on the ++ 


other Fypiter's thunder, with theſe words, Hinc amor, inde 
metus. The other Page a Zodiack, and in the ſame, the Mooa 
far of poſite to the Sun, with theſe words, Que remotior, luci- 
dior. That is to ſay, the Farther the fairer. The third of 


this party, carried painted, four coach wheels, the hindmoſt 
. follow- 
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following the foremoſt, and yer never overtaking them, with 
theſe words, dus magis inſequor. f 
The laſt three Pages, bare in their Targets, theſe im- 
preſſes following, A Crown, an Eye, and a Porrcullis; the 
Crown berokening the power of God, the Eye his Providence, 
and the Portcullis his Protect ion; with theſe words, which 
were compoled in Anagram, of Walterus Scetus, the Laird 
of Buccleugb's Name, Clauſus tutus ero. The ſecond Page of 
this party carried on his Targe, che Portraiture of an Hand 
holding an Eel by the Tail, alluding to the uncertainty of 
perſons or of times, with theſe words, Ut fruftra, ſic patien- 
ter. The laſt was this, A Fire in ſight of che Sun, burn- 
ing, and not perceived, with this Sentence ObleFor Iumine 
virus. Ho 

And every Lacky carrying in rie his Maſter's Lance. 
They began their paſtime by runniig at the Ring and Glove; the 
Laws whereof were theſe. 

Firſt, That all the perſons of this paſtime compear mas ked, 
and in ſuch order as they come into the Field, ſo to run out 
all their Courſes. Secondly, That none uſe any other Rin g 
bur that which is put up; and uſe no other Lance, but that 
which they bave brought for themſelves. Thirdly, He that 
twice touches the Ring, or ſtirs it, winneth as much, as if he 
carried away the Ring, Foxrthly, He that lets his Lance fall 
our of his Hand, is deprived of all the reſt of his Courſes, 
Fifthly, That every one run with looſe reins, and with as 
much ſpeed as his Horſe hath. Sixthly, That none after his 
Race, in —— of his Horſe, lay his Lance upon his 
Shoulder, under the pain of lofs of that which he hath done 
in his Courſe. Seventhly, He thar carrieth not his Lance un- 
der his Arm, loſeth his Courſe. Egzohthly, That none until his 
three Courſes be ended, _ his Horſe, if he be not hurt, 
or upon ſome other conſideration moved to change him. Theſe 
Laws being ſeen and approved by the Actors, the Queen's 
Majeſty ſignified unto them, that he who did run beſt; ſhould 
have for his Reward, a fair and a rich Ring of Diamonds: 
and he alſo, who on chat ſame Side, had beſt Fortune in run- 
ning, he ſhould he acknowledged with another as fair as the 
firſt, The Proof hereof being made, the Victory fell to the 
Duke of Lennox, who bringing it to his Side and Party, had 
the Praiſe and Prize adjudged to himſelf. Thus the firſt Day's 
Paſtime was ended, with great Contentment to the Behold- 
ers, and Commendation of the Perſons Enterpriſers. 

The fecond Day's paſtime was extended, by reaſon, that 
the Arciſans were imployed in other Buſineſs, who ſhould have 
followed forth that Invention given them; and fecing the Grace 
of that Exerciſe, conſiſted in Emboſſery, and the Craftſmen 
apr for the ſame, orherwiſe and neceſſarily buſied, it was left 
off: Which, if it had been brought to effect, this Cauntry 
had not ſeen, nor practiſed a more rarer: for what by the 
bravery and firange Apparel of che Perſons themſelves, and * 
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the divers ſhapes of the Beaſts chat ſhould have been born and. 
brought there in ſigbt, had been commendable and wonder- 
ful: 57 reaſon that ſuch Beaſts, as Lyon, Elephant, Hart, U- 
nicorn, and the Griphon; together with the Camel, Hydre; 
Crocadile and Dragon, (carry ing their riders) had carried 
alſo with it by the newneſs of that Invention, great con- 
tentment and commendation of that Exerciſe. Bur, I ſay, 
ſome ariſing Lets impeſhed this Invention; and all Things 
were caſt off, that might have farther decored this Solemnicy 
chro* other urgent Occaſions. 3 

And when all the Ambaſſadors were conveened together, — 
and all neceſſary Materials ready, the Chapel- Royal of the 
Caſtle of Stirling Was One ban with coſtly Tapeſtries: | 
And at the North-eaſt end of the ſame, a royal Seat of Eſtate | 
prepared for the King's Majeſty: And on his right Hand, | | 
was ſet a fair wide Chair, with the due Ornaments pertain- | 
ing thereto; over which, was ſet the Arms of the King SF. 
France. * 

Next thereto, was a princely traverſe of Crimſon Taffeta, for 
the Ambaſſador of England, and over his Head the Arms of | 
England: On the desk before him, lay a Cuſhion of red Velvet: 8 
There ſtood attending on him, two Gentlemen Ulbers, ap- 
pointed by the Queen of Engalnd for that preſent Service. 

Next unto him fat Mr. Rebert Bocbes, Ambaſlador ordin- 
ary for the Queen of England. On the Desk beſbre him, was 
laid a Cloth of Purple Velvet, and a Cuſhion ſuitable there- 
unto. | 

Then ſat the Ambaſſador of the noble Prince, Henricus Fuli- 
us, Duke of Brunſwick, and before him on the Desk, was laid 
a. Cloth of green Velvet, with a Cuſhion of the ſame ; and o- 
ver his Head the Arms of his Prince. 

Next unto him, ſat the Ambaſladors of the Low Countries, 
with a long fair Cloth, ſpread on the- Desk before them, of 
Blew Velvet, and two Cuſhions ſvitable chereunto, and over 
their Heads the Arms of their Countries. | 

On the King's left Hand, was placed neareſt his Majeſty, 
the two Ambaſladors of Denmark, with a large broad Cloth 
ſpread on the Desk before them of purple Velvet, and the 
— of Denmark over their Heads. 

Next unto them, ſat the Ambaſſador of the noble Prince 
 Udalricus, Duke of Magdelburgh, with his Prince's Arms over 
his Head. | 

In the midſt of the ChapelRoyal within the Partition, 
where the King's Majeſty, che Ambaſladors, and Prince, 
wich his Convoy, were placed, there was a new Pulpit e- 
rected; the fame was richly hung with Cloth of Gold: All 
the Pavement within this Partition, was Prince-like laid with

Under the Pulpit was another Desk, wherein far in the 
midſt, Mr. David Cunningham, Biſhop of Aberdeen, Mr. David 
Lindſay, Miniſter of Leith, and Fohn Duncanſon, one of the

ordinary Miniſters to the King's Majeſty : - Before whom ws 
\ „ſet a Table, covered with yellow Velvet | 

And when all things were in readineſs, as was requiſite, 
there was placed a hundred Hagbuteers (being only the Von- 
kiers of Edinburgh, bravely apparelled) in ofder, betwixt the 
Prince's outer Chamber-door, and the entry ro the Chapel-Roy- 

al, on both the Sides of che Paſſage. & 

Then the King's Majeſty, with his Nobles and Counſcl- 
lors attending on him, entred the Chapel, and there ſac down 
in his royal Sear of Eſtate. | 

All che Ambaſſadors likewiſe were ſent for, and convoyed 
to the Prince's Chamber of preſence, where the Prince was 
lying on his Bed of Eſtate, richly decored, and wrought with 
broidered Work, containing the Story of Hercules and his 
Travels, 4 Has 

This Bed was eredded on a Platform, very artificially, with 
a Foot-pace of three Degrees aſcending to it; the Degrees be- 
iog covered with Tapeſtry, all wrought with Gold, and a large 
Cloth of Lawn covering both the Bed and the Degrees, which 
reached forth a great ſpace over the Floor. | 

Then the old Counteſs of May, with reverence paſt to the 
Bed; ſhe took up the Prince, and delivered him to the Duke 
of Lennox, who preſently rendred him likewiſe to the Ambaſ- 
ſador of England, to be born to the Chapel-Royal. 

The Maſter of the Ceremonies, addreſſing himſelf to a Ta- 
ble in the ſaid Chamber, curioufly ordered; whereon Rood 
choſe Ornaments of honour which were to be born to the Cha- 

| before the Prince, with due reverence delivered rhem to 
certain Noblemen, according to the Order appointed by hi 
Majeſty for the bearing thereof. „„ 

In like manner, the Prince's Robe- royal, being of purplé 
Velvet, very richly ſer with Pearl, was delivered to the Duke 
of Lennox, who put the ſame about the Prince; the train where- 
of was born up by the Lord Sinclair, and the Lord Urqubart. 
Then they removed themſelyes to the outer Chamber, where 
there was a fair high Pale made fourſquare, of Crimſon Vel- 
ver, attending, which was laid on with rich Paſements, and 

\ fringed with Gold, This Pale was ſuſtained by four worſhip- 
ful Barons, the Laird of Buccleugb, the Conſtable of Dundee, 
Sir Robert Ker of Ceſsford Knight, and the Laird of Traquair. 
Under the which Pale were che Ambaſſadors of England, Robert 
Earl of Suſſex, carrying the Prince in his Arms, and Mr. Rad- 
bert Bocves, ordinary Ambaſſador for England, aſſiſting him. 
Next to them, was the Duke of Lennox. About the Pale, were 
the Ambaſſadors of Denmark, Magdelburgh, Brunſwick, and the 
Eftates. There followed the old Counteſs of Mar, Mris Boxes, 
divers Ladies of Honour, with the Miſtreſs Nurſe, 

Then the Trumpets ſounding melodiouſly before the Prince 
and his Convoy went forward; Lyon King of Arms, and the 
Heraulds his Brethren, with their Coat-armours in goodly or- 
der following. 

Next 
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Next followed the Prince's honours, born by theſe noble- 
men; The Lord Semple carrying a Laver of Water; The Lord 
Seton a fair baſon; The Lord Livingſtoxn a towel, and the Lord 
Hume a low crown, competent for a Duke, richly ſet wich Dia- 
monds, Sapphires, Rubies and Emeralds; who approaching near 
the pulpir, where theſe honours were received from them by 
the matter of che Ceremonies, and by him placed on the table 
before the pulpic, the Noblemen retiring back co their appoint- 
ed places. — 5 | | 
* Lach, The Pale was carried in before the pulpir, where the 
Ambaſſador of England rendered the Prince to the Duke of Len- 
 nox, who! immediately delivered him to the old Counteſs of 
Mar, and ſhe conſequently to the Miſtreſs Nurſe; and all che, 
Ambaſſadors were then ſet in ſuch order of places, as the de- 
monſtration of their Armories gave notice. + 
Wichout the partition were ornate Forms, all covered wich 
green, whereupon were placed the Gentlemen of Exglaud, Den- 
ark, Almain, Flanders and Scotland. And as all men were 
thus compecently placed, and univerſal ſilence made, encred. 
Mr. Patrick Gallocuny, one of his Majeſty's ordinary preachers, 
into the pulpit, who learnedly and godly entreated upon the 
text of 1. 22 of Geneſis, Which being done, the Biſhop of 
Aberdeen ſtood up in his ſeat, and caught upon the facramenr 
of Baptiſm, firſt inthe vulgar tongue, and next in che latine, 
to the end all men might generally underſtand. This done, the 
Provoſt and Prebends of the Chapel Royal did ſing the 21 Plalm 
of David, according to the art of mulick, to the great delectati- 
on of the noble auditory.

Then they proceeded to the action. The King aroſe, and 
came towards the pulpir. The Ambaſladors followed in their 
order. The Barons, that carried the pale above the Prince, 
moved rowardstheipulpic: The Duke of Lennox received the 
Prince from the Counteſs of Mar, and delivered him to the hands 
of the Earl of Suſſex, Ambaſſador for England: Where he 
was named by all their conſents, Frederick Henry, Henry Frede-.

This delicate Banquet beitg ordered with great abundance, 
the King, Queen, and Ambaſſadors, were placed all at one 
Table, Feing formed of three parts, after a geomerrical figure, 
ic ſuch ſott, that every one might have a full ſight of the other. 
The King and Queen's Majeſties were placed in the midſt 
of the table, and on the King's right hand were ſet the Engliſh 
Ambaſſadors; the Earl of Suſſer, and Mr. Robert Bowes. Next 
them ſar che Ambaſſador from the Duke of Brunſwick, and the 
'Ambaſlador from the Duke of Magdelburg. | 
Ona the King's left hand, next to the Queen's Majeſty, far 
the Ambaſſador of Denmark, and Ambaſſadors from the States 
of Holland and Zeland: Betwixt every one of their ſeats was

Oa the eaſt and weſt fide of the Hall, were placed two very 
long tables, where were ſet certain Noblemen, Ladies of ho- 
nour, and Counſellors of Scotland, and with them, the Noble- 
men and Gentlemen of England, Denmark, Almain, and Flanders.
